PINANCIAL AND COMMERCIAL. 


Sz. Jonna, N. F., Monday, Nov, 30. 

The steamship Scotia, from Liverpool, the 21st, 
vid Queenstown the 224 inst., passed Cape Race at 
noon to-day. She was boarded by the news yacht of 
the Associated Press, and the following summary of 
her news obtained :

The.steamship Great Eastern had been adver- 
tised for sale at auction on the 14th of January, by 
order of the mortgagees.

The Times saye thet America has rapidly settled 
inte its normal state of war, and an early peace looks 
hopeless. 

The arguments in the Alexandra case ere still 
progressing, The Attorney-General concluded his 
argument in favor of a new trial on the 20th, with a 
warm eulogium upon the decisions in the American 
Courts, calling them an honor to jurisprudence in 
thet country. The Solicitor-General commenced his 
argument for the Crown on the 2ist.

. The Inman steamer City of New-York, Capt. 

Kaunezpr, which left New-York at noon on the }6th, 

and Queenstown on the 19th November, arrived here 

at 1 o'clock this morning. | 

The Damascus, from Quebee, arrived off Londos- 
derry on the afternoon of the 17th November. ‘ 

The City of Cork and the Etna arrived at Queens- 
town on the night of the 17th November. 

The Hiawatha, arrived at Colombo, Ceylon, on the 
2d of October, reports having met the steamer Ale- 
bema in the Bay of Bengal. She signaled the 
Hiqwatie, and immediately, on receiving her 
answer, set sail with all steam o, hoisting French 
colors. ’ 

The steamer Anglia had arrived at Liverpool from 
Galway, to discharge and be dry-docked for such 
repairs as may be found necessary. 

The London Times has an editorial upon the Liv- 
pool movement to obtain a reversal of the sentence 
upon Capt. Sromn, of the A/frice, It shows the fal- 
lacy of the movement, and while i¢admits all that is 
sald in the Captain’s favor, it contends that the inter- 
ests of the pubic require that he ld pay the pen- 
alty for any failure in his duties, 

The Court-martial upon Col. Cnawizr--s0 long and 
antiously looked for—was opened at Aldershott on 
the 17th, and was expected to be a very protracted 
affair. The Colonel, it will be remembered, is 
charged with indirectly having caused the death of 
Sergeant-Major Liuuzt in India. 

Ata Privy Council at Windsor, Parilameat was 
ordered to be further prorogued from the Ist ef De- 
comber. 


THE PROPOSED CONGRESS. 

The Russian Ambassador, at Paris, had com- 
municated the reply of Prince Gonrscuaxorr to the 
invitation to the Congress, It is In substance thet 
Russia will take part therein, but aot until after the 
pacification of Poland. 

It fs stated that Lord Baovowam, at @ soirée ip M. 
Tues’ salon in Patis, spoke freely of his convic- 
tion that a Congress was imposaibie. 

It is stated that the Portuguese Goverament had 
resolved to accept the invitation conditionally. 

It ie stated that the Intention of England and Aus- 
tria to make their participation ia the Congress de- 
pendent upon the reply of France to certain prelim- 
inary questions, would not meet with a favorable re- 
ception at the Tuileries.

DENMARK. 

The municipal ‘body of Copenhagen ‘had pre- 
sented an address to the new King, expressing confi- 
dence In the Government, and urging the importance 
of harmony between the King and the people as the 
only means of meeting present dangers. 

The Ducal Government of Gotha has recognized 
the present Hereditary Prince of Angustenburg as 
of Schleswig and Holstein, and has informed the 
representative of Holstein at the Federal Diet, that 
any other pietension to the succession to the Duchies 
would be met by @ proposition to the Federal Diet 
requesting it to. protect the right of this legitimate 
Prince by the necessary means ; ahd, in case of need, 
to establish it by force. 


AUSTRIA. 

A debate had ‘taken place in the Reichsrath in 
regard to excessive severity of the police. The Mia- 
ister of the Police maintained that strong measures 
were necessary,and that they were only directed 
against the revolutionary party. 

ITALY. 

The King had reviewed twelve legions of the 
National Guard at Naples, and nine provincia) bat- 
talions, and had left Naples for Leghorn. 

A severe hurricane had passed over Messina, caus- 
ing great devastation. A number of ships were sunk 
in the roads and harbor.

New-York is regilated by the rate of profit 
on capital everywhere elsé in the country. 
If it was higher, the capital from other places 
would come in in such quantities as to lower 
it by competition. Consequently wages will 
never rise so as to absorb a greater propor- 
tion of these profits than they do in other 
places. If they did, so as to reduce the 
tate of profit below what it is in other places, 
capital would fly to seek investment else- 
where ; and whenever living becomes so dear 
here that workmen cannot work for ordinary 
wages, we may rely on it that either the 
workmen or the capital will leave the City. 
If workingmen could only be got to devote 
to the consideration of these elementary 
truths of political economy, one-tenth of the 
time thet they devote to listening to the 
* blatherskite” of Ward politicians, they weuld 
be not only better off morally, but a great 
deal better off physically than they now are ; 
for there is nothing so certain as that ina 
free country, the working classes owe nearly 
all their privation and discomfort to their own 
ignorance or thoughtlessness. . 


Our Navy Officets and Their Prizes. 
* Our Navy officers will take interest in a de- 
cision which we publish this morning, made 
by Judge Nugon, in the United States Circuit 
Court, in the case of the bark Empress. The 
bark, as it appears, was captured ase prize, 
and was condemned by the District Court, 
but that dectee was, on appeal, reversed by 
the Circuit Court, which declared that the 
vessel was not a lawful prize, but that the 
seizure of her was illegal, and she must be 
restored to her owners. The owners there- 
upon applied to the Court for an order that 
the captors should pay the costs and damages 
occasioned by this legal seizuré. The Court 
denies the motion, holding that the prize suit, 
which is brought by the United States to ob-+ 
tain the condemnation of the vessel, is a pro- 


ceeding to which the captors individually are- 


not parties;:.and they are not, therefore, re- 
sponsible for its result, and the Court has no 
jurisdiction to award costs and damages 
against them in that suit. 


The Judge draws the conclusion, frem the 
fact that these captors are not parties to the 
suit, that they “can be in no way concerned 
in the damages or costs that may follow ade- 
cision adverse to the Government.” A very 
comforting conclusion for navy Officers this is, 
of course, but we hope none of them will be 
led by it to relax in the slightest their care, 
not to seize vessels which are not liable to 
forfeiture. For suppose that the owners of 
the Empress should not be willing to wait, for 
the possibly tardy action of the Government 
in recompensing them for the damages they 
have suffered, and should find the officer who 
commanded the vessel which capiured the 
Empress, here in New-York, and- should com- 
mands o sul egalesh ie oh Sere naaey) 
damages and costs, what defence could 
officer set up?. The siineiat ibe ests 
that the defendant seized the bark, and that |
